TWO FIRE ENGINES

“By their act these two indi- 
viduals have in fact betrayed the 
cause of freedom for which free 
men are fighting and dying at 
this very hour... . 

“I have determined that it is 
my duty, in the interest of the 
people of the United States, not 
to set aside the verdict of their 
representatives.” 

The Rosenbergs were sentenced 
April 5, 1951. Morton Sobell, 35, 
who was tried with them, was 
sentenced to 30 years in prison.

Present Tax Expires in 1954. 


The present earnings tax of 
one-half of 1 per cent on the gross 
earnings of individuals and the 
net profits of corporations, is 
scheduled to expire April 1, 1954, 
under the terms of state enabling 
act passed bythe last legislature. 
The new proposal would merely 
amend the present act by striking 
out the expiration date, which, in 
effect, would enable the board 
of Aldermen to make the levy per- 
manent. 

A continuing source of addi- 
tional municipal revenues to fi- 
nance general city operations is 
urgently needed, Kinney said. The 
earnings tax, which will raise an 
estimated $7,000,000 to $7,500,000 
a year, will be sufficient to meet 
operating needs and wipe out the 
city’s deficit over a period of a| 
few years. 

The other measure would per- | 
mit the city to operate off-street ' 
parking facilities and ‘to sell gas-' 
oline, oil and services in connec- | 
tion with the operation. Under | 
the present law the city may de-| 
velop parking lots and. construct | 
‘public garages, but it has no 
|authority to run ther? ahd it must 
ilease them. to private operators. 
| The city has said it needs this 
‘additional authority in order to’ 
market revenue bonds to finance | 
the development of the facilities. 
Bond experts have said the addi- 
tional revenues from tiie sale of 
automobile supplies and services 
are needed to assure retirement

The off-street parking measure 
is backed by the Mayer's mass 
transportation committee and} 
downtown business groups, as a 
means of helping to solve the 
city’s acute traffic congestion.

SIGN SUDAN PACT 
BRITISH 0 QUI 
SUEZ, CARD SAYS 


CAIRO, Feb. 12 (AP)— Britain 
an Egypt today signed an agree- 
ment covering the future of Su- 
dan, and Prime Minister Naguib’s 
office said evacuation of British 
troops from the Suez Canal zone 
has been agreed on in principle.

Status, He Says. 


BONN, Feb. 12 (AP) — Dr. 
James B. Conant declared today 
the United States holds the view 
that Germany’s abbreviated east- 


ern frontiers are only temporary 
and a final settlement will be 
made at a peace conference at 
which Germans will be repre- 
sented. 

Conant, the new United States 
High Commissioner for Germany, 
made the statement at his first 
news conference here. He had 
paid a call on West German 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer be- 
fore meeting with approximately 
250 German and foreign newsmen. 

A German correspondent asked 
Conant whether President Eisen- 
hower’s recent denunciation of 
secret understanding reached in 
the Roosevelt-Truman era applied 
to the Potsdam declaration. 

Under the terms of the Potsdam 
declaration, Poland’s western fron- 


tiers were extended over a consid- 


erable portion of what was for- 
merly eastern Germany, pending 
a formal peace treaty. The Com- 
munist government of East Ger- 
and Poland have signed 
agreements providing these fron- 
tiers as final and irrevocable. 
U.S. Position Explained. 

Eisenhower denounced secret 
agreements which he said per- 
mitted Russia to enslave free 
peoples. There has been some 
concern among Germans that his 
statement might give the Russians 
an excuse for a new squeeze on 
isolated Berlin to oust the. West- 
ern Allies. 

But Conant, 
University president, 
news conference: 

“My understanding of -Presi- 
dent Ejisenhower’s statement is 
that it does not affect the agree- 
ments on Germany, which were 
not secret. Our position on the 
eastern boundaries of Germany is 
unchanged. These boundaries will 
be finally settled in a peace treaty 
in which Germany will have a 
voice.”

Possible, Rocket Expert Says 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 12 (UP) 
—Dr, Wernher von Braun, Ger- 
man rocket expert, says the 
United States can send “space 
fortresses” into the outer atmos- 
phere within 10 years—if it is 
willing to spend $4,000,000,000 on 
research. 

Speaking before a meeting of 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 

alumni heré last night, 
Von Braun said this country 
should start work on space ships 
at once to beat Russia to the 
punch, 

The scientist, who was in’ 
charge of the German V-2 rocket,

Von Braun said that the tech- 
nical problems of establishing a 
space fortress are less compli- 
cated than those of building the 
first atomic bomb. He said that 
from a space fortress about 1000 
miles above the earth pictures 
could be taken with long-range 
cameras that would show auto- 
mobiles and people on city 
streets, =, 

Thus no aggressor could mount 
an offensive without being im- 
mediately detected, he said.

Russia said Tel Aviv had 
sold out to the United States in 
return for economic aid. 

The Arab nations, still techni- 
cally at war with Israel, resented 
the United States dollars being 
poured into Israel, both from pri- 
vately-raised sources and govern- 
ment aid. 


Moves by Satellites Likely. 


Premier David Ben-Gurion has 
denounced the bombing of the 
Soviet legation as a senseless out- 
\rage and offered compensation 
and apologies to the Russians. 
Arrests have not yet resulted in 
any announcement that the au- 
thorities have feund the persons 
responsible for the bombing. 

Other satellite natiéns were ex- 
pected to follow the Soviet. lead 
and break off relations with Israel 
—the most serious diplomatic step 
one country can take against an- 
‘other. A possible exception may 
‘be Bulgaria, since Russia will 
need at least one nation in Tel 
Aviv to represent its interests 
there. 

The Tel Aviv bombing and the 
prompt and vigorous retaliation 
to it, fitted in so well with devel- 
opments in the Soviet-bloc coun- 
tries that some diplomats sug- 
gested that: Communist agents 
staged it. 

In Washington, Russian experts 
said that Moscow’s action appar- 
ently signaled a sharp new step- 
up in the Communist terror cam- 
| paign against the Iron Curtain’s 
3,000,000 Jews. 

They said the Tel Aviv bomb- 
ing was just. used as an excuse 
to cut the oppressed Jews off 
from one of their last. remaining 
contacts with the outside world.

FEAR VOICED FOR

TEL AVIV, Feb. 12 (UP) — 
Israel’s Jews, alarmed over Rus- 
sia’s diplomatic break with their 
government, feared today for the 
physical safety of their more than 
3,000,000 brethren behind the 
Iron Curtain.

Is it really possible for the 
United States to contemplate a 
periphery eg: in which it 
would its ground and 
air forces eg Western Europe, 
let the European nations shift 
for themselves, and depend on its 
ability to A-bomb Russia from 
atrategie bases in Africa, the Unit- 
ed States and maybe Britain? 

Because no threat is any bet- 
ter than the will and ability to 
carry it out these questions will 
have to be answered before ft 
will be possible to assess the ef- 
fectiveness of the pressure now 
being applied to France and Brit- 
ain by the Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration. 

Both American and European 
officials have been trying des-' 
perately to find the answers and | 
most of them seem to have come 
up with the following conclusion: | 

Absolutely anything is possible | 
in politics. Therefore it is the- 
oretically conceivable for the 
United States to cut aid drasti- 
cally and, eventually, to withdraw 
its forces to American territory. 


Reasons Against Curtailment. 


But it is most unlikely that the 
United States will do either. one 
of those two things for the fol- 
lowing reasons: 

1. The United States cannot af- 
ford to let the human and mate- 
rial resources of western Europe 
fall into Communist hands, either 
by political procedure or by mili- 
tary action. 

2. American aid.is absolutely 
necessary to bolster both the eco- 
nomic and the military establish- 
ments of all of the principal coun- 
tries of free Europe. Without it 
there would be serious economic 
and political trouble and the 
slowly growing forces of NATO 
would dwindle. 

3. Neither Eisenhower nor Dul- 
les really believes in the practi- 
eal possibility of a peripheral 
strategy. It’s impossible to oper- 
ate bomber or rockets against 
Russia from peripheral bases un- 
less you have supporting fighters 
and electronic stations based on | 
the continent. 

4. An even bigger argument | 
against the peripheral strategy in | 
the minds of men like Eisenhow- | 
er and Dulles is that there would |

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To Know Our Schools 


The School Board is again under the necessity 


of appealing to the voters for a tax increase. 
In fact, a double appeal will have to be made: 
first, to re-authorize the 1951 increase in the 
school tax rate from 89 cents to $1.01, and sec- 
ond, to authorize a further increase to $1.15. 
It must be fairly clear to the average voter 


talking about the educational side of the prob- 
lem this time? # 

How about describing the goals and accom- 
plishments of our schools, the methods and fa- 
cilities employed in them, the attitude toward 
pupils, the program planned te prepare them 
for the problems of the contemporary world? 

How about spreading a little more informa-. 
tion about the training and qualification of 
teachers? How about comparing the actual teach- 
ing job done in St. Louis with what is being 
accomplished in comparable cities? Where does 
St. Louis excel? Where does it fall below gen- 
erally accepted standards? 

In other words, how about:a look into the 
schools, instead of merely a look at the School 
Board's financial records? 

The Association for Supervision and Curricu- 
lum Development, a department of the National 
Education Association, has just published its 
1953 yearbook. And it makes much of the fact 
that the relation between the people and their 
schools is not nearly what it ought to be. The 
people do not know enough about what the 
schools are doing; they do not know enough 
about the pressures and the problems with 
which the schools must cope. 

School-community relations are on a skimpy, 
patchwork footing. It is not enough to persuade 
the P.-T.A. to provide a new projector or rec- 
ord-player, or to induce some other group to 
help in providing new uniforms for the high 
school football team. Broader knowledge of the 
real work of the schools is essential for their 
broader support. 

Most of this applies to public education in 
St. Louis and to the appeals for its support. Of 
course, the economic side of the picture is im- 
portant. But enthusiastic support for a school 
system really can be expected only from a com- 
munity that is proud of its schools. And pride 
comes with knowledge, with an understanding of 
the schools’ efforts and accomplishments. 


A campaign based on this principle would 
evoke wide interest. Even though the balance- 
sheet appeal might be enough to get the desired 
revenue, there is really more involved than the 
tax rate.

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Mr. Sprague Chooses His Stock 

Robert C. Sprague will not be Air Force 
Under Secretary in the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion. The North Adams (Mass.) electrical indus- 
trialist has decided that he would rather not 
take the post for which he was chosen if it 
means that he must give up his financial inter- 
est in a business which contracts to do work 
for the Federal Government. His stock holdings 
in the Sprague Electric Co. are said to be about 
double the amount of General Motors stock 
which Defense Secretary Charles E. Wilson has 
agreed to sell. 

This is Mr, Sprague’s choice and he is en- 
titled to make it. He may reason that what he 
owes to his company, the community of North 
Adams and the products for the Government 
take precedence over the Air Force post. In 
any case he has had to decide the same question 
that the other industrialists have had to decide. 
No exception is being made for anyone. 

Fortunately for the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion the others have made up their minds just 
the opposite of Mr. Sprague. Had Defense Secre- 
tary Wilson,; Army Secretary Stevens and Air 
Fotce Secretary Talbott turned down their ap- 
pointments, President Eisenhower would have 
been serioysly embarrassed in his plan to put 
business leaders in important posts, 
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Among the Last 19 

The Missouri Senate has received a bill which 
might easily escape much public attention, but 
which points to a serious omission in the work- 
ings of state government. This measure would 
establish a retirement system for employes of 
the Highway Patrol and the Highway Depart- 
ment. 

Missouri is one of only 10 states which have 
no retirement systems for any of their employes, 
The others of this bad company are Arkansas, 
Idaho, Kansas, Kentucky, Nebraska, Oklahoma, 
South Dakota, Utah and West Virginia. 

Thirty-eight states do at least something to 
provide for the old age of their employes and 
to give prospective employes an added incentive 
for public service. Illinois, for example, permits 
retirement at age 60, with a minimum pension 
of $780 a year and a maximum of 60 per cent 
of the average salary. Generally both employes 
and the state contribute to retirement funds. 

A similar system is contemplated for the two 
Missouri agencies in the bill introduced by Sen- 
ators R. Jasper Smith, Springfield Republican, 
and Edward V. “Long, Clarksville Democrat. 
Their measure sets a general retirement age of 
65, with exceptions, for highway patrolmen and 
for highway department employes. The details 
of contributions from employe and employer 
would be worked out on an actuarial basis. 

Retirement plans mean more than future pro- 
vision for state employes. The system makes it 
easier for the state to employ competent men— 
and many employes of both the Highway Patrol 
and Highway Department have to meet exacting 
requirements. 

A glance at the Missouri Blue Book shows that 
highway patrolmen’s salaries are about $3000 a 
year. The pay of most highway engineers ex- 
tends from about $4400 to $6000. These are not 
the only employes of the two agencies, of course, 
but such salaries are hardly generous for spe- 
cialized tasks. 4 

Without any retirement system, and with 
salaries, why would an engineering graduate, 
for example, wish to work for the state when he 
could do much better in private industry? Yet 
the highway system requires sound engineering. 
And the personnel problem has become an ob- 
stacle to Missouri’s ambitious new 10-year road 
program, 

The ideal solution would be a retirement sys- 
tem for all Missouri employes, as in most other 
states. But pension systems mean little where 
employes are subject to the whims of political 
patronage, and most Missouri state departments 
are not under civil service. 

Both the Highway Department and Highway

Welterweights 

Everybody knows that a welterweight can 
weigh no more than 147 pounds, but why is he 
called a welterweight? Well, a welterweight 
originally was a weight of 28 pounds sometimes 
imposed upon a race horse, not to be confused 
with a heavy welterweight, which weighed 40 
pounds, It is an interesting fact, of no signifi- 
cance whatever, that the welterweight weight 
of 147 pounds is exactly 28 pounds less than the 
heavyweight weight of 175 pounds. In 1792 
some small English fighters, callings themselves 
“welters,” started battling among themselves 
and produced a champion, Paddington Tom 
Jones, who helped to popularize a new boxing 
class which now ranks between the lightweights: 
(1385 pounds) and ‘the middleweights (160 
pounds), As to why the first welters called 
themselves welters, that seems to be lost in 
the mists of history. Our office answer man 
has a theory, to-wit: a small jockey in a 
steeplechase might be one whose horse carried 
a welterweight, and would therefore become 
known as a welter; hence by analogy a small 
boxer would also be known as a welter. In 
American boxing the first official champion 
was Mysterious Billy Smith (1892-94) and 
others included Kid McCoy, Honey Mellody, 
Jack Britton, Mickey Walker, Barney Ross, Henry 
Armstrong and Ray Robinson. The word “wel- 
ter” originally came from the French, meaning 
to beat or thrash, which is what Kid Gavilan 
did to Chuck Davey Wednesday night.

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In Memory of Cardinal Glennon 

Everyone who ever felt the warmth of the 
personality of tall, genial, human Cardinal Glen- 
non will be particularly pleased to know of the 
progress of the campaign to provide a memorial 
for the late churchman in the form of a chil- 
dren’s hospital in St. Louis. Those who never 
met the longtime Archbishop of St. Louis Catho- 
lics should be hardly less pleased, so useful will 
the memorial be in the community. 

As planned, the memorial hospital is expected 
to cost about $5,500,000. Of this more than $5,- 
012,000 has been raised in a general fund cam- 
paign, under the chairmanship of Leo J. Wieck. 
In a little over three months more than $400,000 
has been contributed, The prospect now is that 
construction work on the new hospital will start 
this spring at the 414 acre site at Grand avenue 
and Park boulevard. 

John. Joseph Glennon was not privileged to 
return to St. Louis as a Cardinal. He died in his 
eighty-fifth year in his native Ireland en route 
home from the consistories in the Vatican City 
at which he was elevated to the College of 
Cardinals in 1946. But his memory will be kept 
forever green in the rooms and wards, the labo- 
ratories and operating rooms of a hospital open 
to boys and girls of all races and creeds, in the 
care of the Sisters of St. Mary and the medical 
staff of St. Louis University. 
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Importing Labor Ills Anew 

There is little cause for gratification in the 
Mexican Government’s agreement, at the United 
States Government’s request, to send migrant 
farm hands to this country again in 1953. A sim- 
ilar move to import Japanese and Filipino hands 
is under way in California. Importation of farm 
workers has worked out badly in past years, and 
there is little reason to expect it to work out 
better now. 

A Presidential commission two years ago con- 
cluded that farmers could get all the seasonal 
help they needed from the manpower of the 
United States if they would make the jobs at- 
tractive enough for people accustomed to Amer- 
ican standards of living. Instead, imported cheap 
labor drives down the wages of some 1,000,000 
American migratory workers and competes with 
them for jobs. 

Imported migrants generally are housed in 
hovels under circumstances which create public 
health problems. Their presence in the country 
makes it easier for others to enter the United 
States illegally and remain undetected, The 
whole migrant community presents a tremen- 
dous problem in education; hundreds of thous- 
ands of their children are growing up in il- 
literacy. 

Importation of labor is an expedient only. A 
more humane, more American, more permanent 
solution of the problem of seasonal] farm labor 
supply is needed. It challenges the best efforts 
of labor unions, farmers, Government, and all 
others who believe in a minimum of decency for 
all workers, including seasonal farm hands. 
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Work Saver for Vermont Housewives 
Vermont has at last done right by its house- 
wives. Its Legislature has relieved them of the 
needless and tiring task of coloring their own 
margarine, and Gov. Emerson has signed a bijl 
legalizing the sale of yellow margarine in the 
state. Do Iowa, Minnesota, Wisconsin, Montana 
_ and South Dakota, still require the house- 
wife to work the coloring into margarine by 
hand, think they are dealing kindly with their 
housewives? ,

. WASHINGTON, Feb. 12 (AP)— 
, The Congress of Industrial Organ- 
"izations today called for bigger 
federal pensions under the social 
security laws, but lambasted pro- 
posals by the United States 
Chamber of Commerce as harm- 
ful to the program. 


The CIO’s publication, Econom- 
ie Outlook, said the chamber's 
proposals would drain away the 
social security trust fund and 
would make workers who contrib- 
uted to the fund pay for pensions 
to those who had not been con- 
tributing. 

The chamber -recently an- 
nounced a program calling for (1) 
an end to federal grants to states 
for old-age relief programs, and 
(2) provision for “a floor of pro- 
tection for all today’s aged” out 


of the social security trust fund. 
That fund now has a 17-billion- | 


dollar balance. It was raised by 
tax contributions from employers | 
and workers. Retirement pay aft- | 
er 65 years of age is based on 
prior earnings. 

Separate Program. 

In a separate program, the Gov- 
ernment matches—to the tune of 
about one billion dollars a year— 
what the states pay in relief as- | 
sistance to aged persons who are 
not eligible for social security | 
benefits. 

The CIO said some people, in- | 
eluding those who “‘perhaps don’t | 
need a pension,” would be helped | 
by the chamber's plan. “Several | 
million persons now 28 Rg aa 
old age public assistance would 
much worse off,” the CIO ae | | 
Minimum social security pensions | - 
as proposed by the chamber, the | 
CIO added, probably would be 
less than the average $45 a month 
now paid in public assistance. 
The CIO said payments range 
from $18.68 in Mississippi to 
$70.91 a month in Colorado.

Here is a Pancake Buffet which might be served for breakfast, luncheon, or a late evening

H AIL the pancake—the tempting morsel which {s so popular that 


it has its own special day, celebrated around the world every 


year on Shrove Tuesday. It was back in the eleventh century 
that Pancake day came into being because at that time Lenten 
observance called for eating no eggs, butter, milk or lard. So home- 
makers mixed a batter to use up all of the first three ingredients 


in lard. 


it likes its pancakes made. For 
instance, France has its Crepes 
Suzette, Germany has its own 
version of a sort of pancake- 
doughnut, . square instead of 
round, which is eaten on “Fast- 
nacht day,” Scandinavian * pan- 
cakes are dollar-sized and served 
with hot lingonberry sauce. Eng- 
land's “shriving cakes” are said 
ta be made of eggs for Lenten 
Sacredness, flour for the Staff of 
Life, salt for Wholesomeness and, 
as a final touch to these sym- 
bolical ingredients, milk for Inno- 
cence. 

In America, with typical Yankee 
ingenuity, we have figured out 
many ways to enjoy our pancakes. 
Whether we make them from our 
own recipes er from one of the 

excellent mixes, we serve them 
for | breakfast treats, main dishes,

Here is a recipe we think you 
will like for good, old-fashioned 
Griddlecakes. 

One and one-half cups sifted 
enriched flour. 

Three teaspoons baking powder. 

Three-fourths teaspoon salt.

One and one-third cups milk.

Pancake Buffet. 

Ever hear of a pancake buffet? 
It is a smart and simple, way of 
entertaining, equally appropriate 
for a breakfast, luncheon or late 
evening snack. Pancakes (plain or 
fruited), plenty of butter, browned 
link sausage; a choice of toppings, 
figs or apricots for eye appeal and 
flavor accent—and there you are. 
The only other thing you need is 
strong, steaming hot coffee. Pan- 
cakes are most attractive when ar- 
ranged on a heated pottery plate 
in stacks of two or three with 
the browned sausage inbetween 
and a dish of butter in the mid- 
dle. (The cakes may be kept hot 
on a warm towel in a warm oven.) 

Fruited pancakes may be made 
by folding into batter for the av- 
erage recipe one-half cup of fruit 


—perhaps well-drained blueber- | 


ries, drained crushed pineapple, 
chopped apples or thinly sliced 
bananas. Or you may prefer to 
sprinkle a good teaspoon of the 
fruit on each pancake right after 
the batter is poured on the grid-

About the only exceptions to 
this rule are thin pieces of tender 
meat such as beef steak or a 
broiled ham slice. In these in- 
stances the muscle fibers already 
are comparatively short because 
the steak was cut across the grain 
in the market. Therefore it is 
customary to cut with the grain of 
the meat in carving a steak. 


Let’s follow, step by step, the 


technique used to carve a porter- 
house steak properly. 

Remember that, contrary to 
most carving rules, the steak is 
to be carved with the grain. In 
earving, hold the steak with the 
fork inserted at the left, then cut 
close around the bone, remove it, 
and place.on the side of the plat- 
ter where it will not interfere 
with carving. Now with the fork 
in position, cut across the full 
width of the steak. 


The next step is to make wedge- 
shaped portions, widest at the far 
side. By following this method, 
each serving will contain a piece 
of tenderloin and of the large 
muscle, Carve the flank end last. 

A board cut to fit the center 
section of the platter is almost a 
necessity when carving a steak.

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Tasty Dishes for Fast Days 


By Hoyt Alden 


ASTING isn’t what it used to 

be. For one thing, rules have 

been relaxed and bread and 
water and salt and herbs no long- 
er comprise, almost totally, the 
fasting diet. For another, today’s 
refrigeration, combined with cold 
storage trains and boats and 
planes, have brought to the table 
so many delicacies in the way of 
exotic fruits, vegetables and 
cheeses, that a day of fast may 
even be anticipated. 

But even though the fast has 
been mercifully tempered and 
there are many delicious things 
available to take the place of 
those which are prohibited, the 
days of fast still present a prob- 
lem to many of those who rid 
the kitchen range. - 

For the benefit of the house- 
wife who still thinks, just because 
it is a fast day, that she is re- 
duced to the trite macaroni and 
cheese, or the frozen filets which 
taste like blotters when broiled, 
the dishes which can be con- 
cocted are as numerous as they 
are delicious. 

The chief problem, of course, is 
the main dish. This is going to 
bé either fish, vegetable or pasta. 
In the first category, what's 
wrong with a baked stuffed sal- 
mon? Nothing, if done like this: 


Wipe a four- or five-pound sal- 
mon inside and out with a damp 
cloth. With a sharp knife continue 
the belly incision all the way 
down. Don’t skin it, but be sure 
there are no scales left on. 


For the stuffing, melt four 
tablespoons of butter or oil, Add 
a pound of coarsely chopped 
mushrooms, a finely chopped 
large onion, a half cup of finely 
chopped parsley, and saute it 
over a low heat for 15 minutes. 
Stir it often. Next, add three 
fourths of a cup of soft bread 
crumbs tightly packed, a half 
teaspoon of salt, a half teaspoon 
of pepper and a pinch of nut- 
meg. This should make a soft 
stuffing. Fill the fish and close 
the opening with toothpicks. 


Grease a shallow pan with 
melted butter. Put the fish in 
and pour some more melted but- 
ter over it. Add half a cup of dry 
white wine, or fish stock, or even 
clam juice. Bake it in a 375-de- 
gree oven for an hour and a 
quarter to an hour and a half, 
depending on the thickness. Baste 
it every 15 minutes. When it’s 
done, put it on a platter and 
strain the liquid and thicken it 
with cornstarch if desired,

Heat four tablespoons of butter 
or a half cup of oil, and add a 
couple of big chopped onions, and 
a fourth clove of chopped garlic. 
Saute it for five minutes. Then 
add six stalks of chopped celery 
with the tops, a half of a chopped 
leek, a chopped large carrot, a 
big chopped green pepper and a 
half cup of chopped ey. 
Blend it well and cook it over 
a low heat for 10 minutes, 

Now skin and quarter six 
big, fresh tomatoes and toss them 
in. Put in a teaspoon of salt, a 
half teaspoon of pepper, two of 
paprika. 

Preheat the oven to 400 de- 
grees, put the fish in and let it 


cook plain for 15 minutes with- 


out a top. .Then put the sauce 
over the fish. Put a couple of 
sliced lemons on top, cover and 
bake at 350 degrees for three- 
quarters of an hour. Put the fish

URIOSITY not only killed a cat, it also kills good manners 

on many occasions. It is quite likely that people who are 

in its grip know instinctively they are being boors, but 
just don’t care. So, driven by this seductive force, they pry 
inte other people’s business and make themselves disliked 
heartily. 

Among the things that are. almost entirely personal is 
the adoption of a child. Having been told that a baby is a 
foster son or daughter, common decency dictates that from 
that time on, conversation with the parents should be on the 
same level it would be if the child were a natural offspring.

Meanwhile, Aurora C. Bellows gives these suggestions in 
“The Family Digest” on how to keep your manners when 
talking to adoptive parents; and you might show them to some 
of your thoughtless friends: 

1, When you talk to adoptive parents, talk as if the child 
were entifely their own. Whatever is past, is past. - 

2. Dén’t tell them how wonderful they are to have given 
a home to this poor little waif. 

3. Don’t make comments about the child, such as, “He 
looks quite bright.” You wouldn’t say it about any other 
child. Adoptive parents are gsemetimes too sensitive, but they 
are certain to think that you are inwardly saying to yourself, 
“How strange that an adopted child can seem so nearly 
normal!” : 

4. Don't sympathize with the parents because the child is 
not really their own. They have made it their own. 

5. Instead of trying to satisfy your own impertinent curi- 
osity by invading their privacy, let them do the talking while 
you listen. 

6. Above all, when the child is old enough to understand, 
don’t tell him how lucky he is to have found such parents, 
how grateful he ought to be to them, and so on. 

Strange, isn’t it, Mr..J., that intelligent, well-meaning 
people have to be given such suggestions and instructions!
